To facilitate, therefore, the friends of education 
as well as the general reader in comprehending 
the magnitude of benefit derived from a uniform 
System of School Revenue, a few facts and 
advantages are submitted. 


Pennsylvania pays 3.G3 mills on every dollar 


in the recapitulated average, for school pur- 
poses. A great diversity, however, exists in 
the aggregate average of each county. Whilst 
some counties pay an average of (i, 8 and 10 
mills on a dollar, others pay but 3 and } of a 
mill on a dollar, foi school purposes. In coun- 
ties where common schools met with encour- 
agement since their adoption we find the educa- 
tional interest universal, and consequently taxa- 
tion is much reduced. This applies unfortu- 
nately only to the wealthier counties of tlie 
State; but the poorer counties felt the injus- 
tice of the System at once, and all efforts "on 
their part to establish schools, employ compe- 
tent teachers, offer adequate salaries to teach- 
ers, and increase the school term to a better 
standard, &c., were but partially successful.—

heavy school taxes are almost neglected, and 
shorn of material aiil in this respect. 


Kow, to obviate the above evils and defects, 


let us turu to the advantage of a Uniform Sys- 
tem. Let 3.G3 mills (the aggregate average 
rate of tax now), be levied on every dollar in 
the State for the specific purpose of schooling. 
This, then, would necessarily increase the tales 
of tax in rich counties, aud reduce proportion- 
ately the taxes on the poorer. Even, such a 
policy would not be literally equitable; for the 
poor would be paying the SAME KATE of tax ou 
their limited incomes that tbeir wealthy neigh 
bors do in all their affluence. But this would 
at least, be one important step in the path o 
justice and equity.

Gen. Winfield Scott died at 
his house today atfive minutes past eleven.

Whereas, it has become known to me 


that certain evil disposed persona have, 
within the territory and jurisdiction of the 
U. States, begun and set on foot, and have 
provided and prepared, and are still en- 
gaged in providing and preparing means 
for such a military expedition and enter- 
prise, which expedition and enterprise is 
to be carried on from tbe territory and ju- 
risdiction of the United Stales «g»5n»t col- 
onies, districts and people of British North 
Amerisa; within the dominions of the U- 
nited Kingdom ot Great Britain and Ire- 
land, with which colonies, districts and 
people and kingdom the United States are 
at peace ; 


And whereas the proceedings aforesaid 


constitute a high misdemeanor, forbidden bj 
tbe laws of the United States as well as 
by the law of nations : 


Now, therefore, for the purpose or pre- 


venting the carrying on of the unlawful 
expedition and enterprise aforesaid, from 
the tenitory and jurisdiction of the United 
States, and to maintain the public peace, 
as well as the National honor, and enforce 
obedience and respect to the laws of the 
United States, I, Andrew Johnson, Presi- 
dent of the United States, do admonish and 
warn all good citizens ol the. United States 
against taking 
part in, or in any wise 


aiding, 
countenancing or abetting said 


unlawful proceedings ; and I do cxhart all 
judges, magistrates, marshals and officers 
in the service of the United States to em- 
ploy all their lawful authority and power 
to prevent aud defeat the aforesaid unlaw- 
ful proceedings, and to arrest and bring to 
justice all persons who may be engaged 
therein. 
And pursuant to tbe act of Con-
